Amend House File 304, as amended, passed, and reprinted by1

the House, as follows:2

1. Page 2, after line 6 by inserting:3

<3. A claim for personal injury or property damage arising4

from the operation of a personal delivery device shall be5

subject to the laws applicable to such claims arising from the6

conduct of pedestrians.>7

2. Page 2, line 34, by striking <unless the provision> and8

inserting <other than section 321.326, unless the provision of9

chapter 321>10

3. Page 3, line 25, by striking <twelve> and inserting <six>11

4. Page 3, by striking lines 28 through 30 and inserting12

<forty miles per hour or less, under all of the following13

conditions:14

(1) The device operates as far to the right from the center15

of the road as is practicable.16

(2) The device does not exceed twenty miles per hour, or the17

speed limit on the road, whichever is lower.>18

5. Page 4, by striking lines 30 through 33 and inserting:19

<1. A local authority, as defined in section 321.1, in20

the interest of public safety, may prohibit the operation of21

personal delivery devices on certain roads and pedestrian areas22

within its jurisdiction if operation in those areas would23

constitute a safety hazard.>24

6. Page 5, line 28, by striking <321O.4> and inserting25

<321O.3, subsection 5, and section 321O.5>26
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
